volume, of spot translations.as.jcport- 
ed by the ten markets for the past 
•week amounted to ,19,966-bales, com- 
pared with 16.331 for the like week a 
a year ago. 


According to Ihe Weather Bureau, 


for the week ending May 12th cool 
cloudy weather was generally unfav- 
orable for cotton though conditions- 
were somewhat more favorable in the 
northeast portion of the belt. In most 
sections of the cotton belt, however, 
low temperatures were unfavorable 
and the progress of cotton was slow 
with 
recent phuitings 
germinating 


poorly and considerable replanting re- 
ported. 


According to the Bureau of Ihc Cen- 


sus, domestic consumption for April 
amounted to 508,744 bales, compared 
with 531,911 April a year ago, and for 
nine months this season amounted to 
3.900.000 bales, compared with 4,900,000 
for the corresponding period last sea- 
son. Stocks of cotlon in consuming 
establishments n April 30th amounted 
to 1,370,044 bales, compared with 1,- 
662,213 bales last season. Exports lo 
May 15th this season amounted lo 
about 6,100,000 bales, compared with 
about 6,300,000 a year ago for the like 
period. 


The average of middling 7-8 inch 


spot cotton at the ten markets on 
May 15th was 8.80c, compared wilh 
9.31c 
on May 8th, and I5.17c on the 


corresponding day Ihe previous sea- 
son. Due to the larger exports during 
Apri Ithis year than duing April a 
year ago, and the fact that consump- 
tion was almost as great, the apparent 
supply remaining in the United States, 
decreased 884,000 bales during April, 
compared with a decrease of 854,000 
during April 1930. This leaves an ap- 
parent supply of 8,600,000 bales in the 
United States on May 1st compared 
with 6,200,000 bales on May 1st last 
year, and 4,600,000 bales two years agj. 


Southern mill centers continued to 


say that conditions were quiet with 
such business as was done in raw cot- 
ton continuing to be of hand to mouth 
character. According to the Bureau 
of the Census, then were consumed 
in the southern sUlcs during April 
390,418 bales, compan d wilh 412,232 for 
April a year ago, and for the cor, 
responding period last season. 


New England mill enters said that 


demand for raw collon was spoiled 
and dircclod to small lots of collon for 
immediate needs. There were no par- 
ticular grades and staples inquired 
for. 
According to the Bureau of the 


Census, consumption of cotlon in the 
New England states for the month of . 
April amounted to 100,371 bales, com- 
pared with 101,636 for April a year 
ago, and for the 9 months ending 
April 30th, 684,065 bales, against 91V.872 
last season. 


Dry goods centers continued to rc- 


porl ralher dull oenditions. Accord- 
ing to Ihc Associalion of Cotton Tex- 
tile Merchants of New York, sales of 
cotton cloths during the month of 
April amounted to 61.0 per cent uf 
production, and stocks on April 30th 
showed an increase of 3.1 par ccn' 
compared with stocks April let. Un- 
filled orders at tend of April were 
21.3 per cent smaller than those of 
April 1st,
